Is  service  with  a smile,  light  conversation  or  even  acknow- 
ledgement of  one’s  presence  between  employee  and  customer 
too  much  to  ask? 

One  used  to  think  that  these  people  were  supposed  to  act  as 
a service  to  the  public,  assisting  when  necessary.  But  now 
maybe  not. 

Gone  are  the  days  when  this  observer  actually  looked  for- 
ward to  grocery  shopping  and  taking  the  dog  to  the  vet  Having 
a meaningful  conversation  about  trading  stamps  and  frozen 
food  prices  with  Zelma,  my  regular  supermarket  checker  used 
to  be  the  highlight  of  my  week . But  no  more.  Eating  out,  shop- 
ping or  taking  a book  back  to  the  library  has  now  become  an 
unpleasant  task.  I often  feel  as  if  I am  intruding  on  their  privacy 
while  asking  a simple  question  or  trying  to  make  a purchase. 

It's  hard  to  believe  that  these  people  are  constantly  in  a bad 
mood  or  just  don't  have  the  time.  Let's  hope  that  in  today's 
fast  paced  society  that  we  are  not  so  caught  up  in  our  own 
problems  that  we  lose  sight  of  those  around  us.  If  we  treated 
each  other  with  more  respect,  kindness  and  courtesy,  then 
maybe  some  of  these  problems  would  go  away  by  themselves.

Christians  In  Action  is  a 
ministry  group  working  with 
Sister  Pat,  Director  of  Campus 
Ministry,  to  provide  services 
to  those  in  need.  Cathy  Curtin; 
a nursing  student,  is  co-ordi- 
nator  of  this  volunteer  pro- 
gram and  has  contacted 
agencies  in  need  of  volunteer 
assistance. 

Through  her  efforts  stu- 
dents are  now  going  to  Cath- 
olic Worker  House,  a shelter 
for  those  in  need  of  food  and 
clothing. 

Student  volunteers  find 
their  Saturday  mornings  are 
spent  cleaning  and  packaging 
fruits  and  vegetables  as  well 
as  baking  pies  and  preparing 
other  food  items  to  be  served 
to  approximately  seventy 
poor  people  who  come  daily 
for  the  evening  meal. 

Kelly  Yates,  one  of  the  vol- 
unteers, said  of  her  experi- 
ence, "I  enjoy  helping,  but 
most  of  all  I feel  good  because 
I know  I am  helping  someone 
in  need." 

Another  group  of  Avila  stu- 


dents has  chosen  to  do  volun- 
teer service  at  Indian  Creek 
Nursing  Home.  Each  student 
has  adopted  an  elderly  resi- 
dent. 

Throughout  the  year  the 
student  will  visit  and  assist  in 
letter  writing,  reading,  or  will 
send  greeting  cards  on  special 
occasions  or  bring  small  gifts. 

Tish  Reardon  said,  "My  little 
lady  is  so  nice.  I'm  going  back 
to  visit  her  again  tomorrow.  I 
think  I will  take  her  a flower.” 

Other  students  will  spread 
Christmas  joy  as  they  assist  at 
a party  to  be  given  for  victims 
of  cerebral  palsy. 

Volunteers  have  discovered 
that  work  can  be  fun  when  joy 
is  brought  into  the  life  of 
another.

Fraser  dashes  Avila’s  title  dream

The  last  ball  has  been  kick- 
ed The  final  whistle  has  been 
blown.  Only  memories  re- 
main now.  Ah,  but  what  sweet 
memories  they  are. 

It  was  a season  of  firsts  for 
the  Avalanche  soccer  team 
this  year.  For  the  first  time 
they  defeated  past  national 
champion  Quincy.  More  im- 
portantly, the  Avalanche  won 
their  first  District  16  and  Area 
4 championships.  The  team 
was  also  ranked  No.  1 in  the 
final  NAIA  poll,  and  entered 


the  National  Tournament  with 
a No  1 seeding. 

The  Avalanche  did  not  win 
the  National  Tournament 
though.  The  elements  and 
Simon  Fraser  University  con- 
spired against  them  in  their 
quest  for  the  title. 

On  a cold,  rainy  afternoon 
the  Simon  Fraser  University 
team  stopped  the  Avalanche’s 
roll  by  handing  them  a 4-1 
loss  in  a semi-final  game. 
Fraser  scored  first  and  held 
the  lead  throughout  most  of 


the  first  half  with  their  physi- 
cal style  of  play 
Scott  Huber  tied  the  score 
with  4:40  left  in  the  first  half 
when  he  drove  in  a kick  past 
Fraser  defenders.  Mike  Auck 
received  the  assist  on  the 
play.  That  goal  was  to  be  the 
only  one  of  the  day  though 
for  the  Avalanche.  Fraser 
used  three  second  half,  short- 
handed  goals  to  roll  into  the 
finals.  One  of  their  players 
had  been  red-carded  in  the 
first  half. 


Avila  gets  Thanksgiving  treat

It  was  a Thanksgiving 
weekend  with  extra  dressing 
and  dessert  for  the  Avila  bas- 
ketball team  as  they  won  their 
tournament  with  three  straight 
victories.  The  Avalanche  has 
not  lost  a game  this  year,  and 
has  a 4-0  record. 

To  win  the  Avila  Tourna- 
ment the  Avalanche  had  to 
defeat  Baker,  Missouri  Valley 
and  Kansas  Newman.  Two  of 
their  three  victories  were 
come-from-behind  wins. 

Avila  trailed  Kansas  New- 
man in  the  championship 
game  30-29  at  the  half.  Early 
in  the  second  half  Marvin 
Sellers  sank  a basket  to  give 
Avila  the  lead  for  the  game. 

Ralph  Burton  led  Avila  in 
scoring  with  17  points  follow- 
ed by  Marvin  Sellers  with  16 
points.  Sellers  led  both  teams 
with  12  rebounds. 


Tom  Bodenstab  and  Sellers 
led  Avila  into  the  champion- 
ship game  with  17  points  a- 
piece  in  a 77-62  win  over  Mis- 
souri Valley  in  second  round 
action.  Avila  jumped  in  front 
11-2  early  in  the  game  and  led 
the  rest  of  the  game. 

Fred  Haney  controlled  the 
defensive  end  of  the  floor 
with  10  rebounds  and  was  as- 
sisted by  Sellers  with  8.  Also 
scoring  in  double  figures  for 
Avila  were  Burton  and  Rich 
Murdock  with  12  points  each. 

Murdock  feasted  on  the 
Baker  defense  on  Thanksgiv- 
ing Day,  hitting  10  of  13  from 
the  floor  and  a free  throw  for 
a total  of  21  points.

bounds,  it  is  played  in  where 
it  left  the  court. 

8.  Non-shooting  fouls  will 
result  in  one  free  throw 

9.  No  three-second  rule  in 
the  lane  will  apply. 

10.  Substitutions  are  al- 
lowed only  when  the  ball 
goes  out  of  bounds. 

11.  There  will  be  no  jump 
balls  The  home  team  will 
gain  possession  first,  then 
the  opposing  team,  and  so 
forth.  Ball  will  be  played  in  at 
mid-court. 

12.  The  home  team  has 
possession  of  the  ball  at  the 
beginning  of  the  game.
